motion. The congtttntion is fat a 
parchment. It is as the inanimate clay; 
until the breath of life is breathed into 
its nostrils it is without being. Nor 
could a Washington, or Jefferson, or any 
or alt of the fathers sustain its vitality 
for other tljan tha. pariod in which they 
lived, That duly Developed upon their 
successors and each succeeding genera- 
tion has had its part in the great work of 
maintaining free government; a govern- 
ment of the people, by the people and 
for the people. 


The very genius of our free institu- 


tions involves the propoution that every 
voter shall have the right to cast his bal- 
lot But what is right without a duty? 
The two are inseparable. It is tbe duty 
of one citizen as much as It Is that of 
another to participate in the elections 
provided by law. - These elections are es- 
sential to the very existence and per- 
petuation of the republic and all its at- 
tendant blessings. Without them the 
whole fabriC'pf law and order falls to the 


round. It it obvious, therefore, that 
ie obligation to vote falls upon all alike. 
To citizen possessing the right of suf- 


frage is excusable. No citizen has the 
Moral rignt to toy with the ballot as a 
plaything; to be used atone election 
when the whim, or self-interest or other 
motive inspires and at another election 
to neglect or forget, or refuse to vote.
